Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary.

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same.

Applicant's representative respectfully suggests the following topics for 
discussion for the interview on Monday, April 14, 2003. It is Applicant's 
intention that such an interview will lead to an agreeable resolution to the 
outstanding rejection of claims 1-18. 

1) Applicants have argued that claims 1, 2, 7 and 13 are not indefinite for 
failure to recite the physical shape and/or the structure of the packaging 
material. 

A. With respect to claim 2, Applicants propose the following 
amendment: 



2. (Currently amended) A package sheet structure comprising: 

at least one planographic printing plate having an imaging surface for 

feeding through an automatic plate feeding mechanism; and 

a packaging material packaging the printing plate, the packaging material 

having opposing surfaces, with one surface contacting the imaging surface of the 

printing plate, and the opposing surface having a Bekk smoothness from 3 

seconds to 55 seconds. 

B. With respect to claims 1, 7 and 13p Applicant would appreciate the 
opportunity to discuss the need for claiming physical shape and structure 
when claiming a chemical composition. 



2) Applicant would further appreciate the opportunity to discuss differences 
that exist between the subject application as set forth in claims 1 , 2, 7 and 
13 and the asserted prior art reference, Hayashi. 

A. With respect to claims 1 and 7, Applicants propose the following 
amendments: 

1 . (Cun^ntly Amended) A material for packaging a planographic printing 
plate, wherein the planographic printing plate includes an imaging surface 
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having a coating film and Is to be fed through an automatic plate-^feeding 
mechanism, the material comprising opposing surfaces, one surface being for 
contacting the imaging surface of a printing plate when the material is used for 
pacloging the printing plate, and the opposing surface having a Bekk 
smoothness from 3 seconds to 55 seconds. 

7. (Currently Amended) A material for packaging a planographic 

printing piate, wherein the planooraphlc printing plate includes a coating film, 
the material comprising a contact surface which contacts the coating film of a 
printing plate when the material Is used for packaging the printing plate, the 
contact suri'ace having a Bekk snr>oothness from 3 seconds to 900 seconds, and 
a noncontact surface opposing the contact surface. 

B. The difference in ranges between the present application as set 
forth in claims 1, 2, 7 and 13 and the prior art reference, Hayashi. 

C. The problems addressed by the present application as sot forth in 
claims 1, 2, 7 and 13 and the problems addressed in Hayashi. 

D. Hayashi's ranges as they relate to claims 1 and 2 (see MPEP § 
21 31 .03). Hayashi only teaches specific values of 360, 600 and 720. 

E. Surprising results. It is conventionally held that smooth surfaces 
rather than rough surfaces are preferable for preventing unwanted peeling.
